12 troops fired upon a rrocession, 
killing among otheis a i*)*mber of 
the national gruard.the people sprang 
into revolt; a new municipality and 
a sew militia was organized, and the 
tri-color— red and blue for Paris and 
white for the new constitution— was 
adopted as the emblem of the revo- 
lutionists. The civic guard seized 
supplies of arms at the invatides, 
July 14 and with them the people 
stormed the bastile the same day. 
La Fayette was chosen general of 
the forces of Paris, and by July 22 
the first stage of the revolution was 
complete. 

The five years which followed were 
crowded with political chances and 
massacres, with war in the provinces 
and on the borders, and the terror 
in Paris and the other cities. On 
October 3, 1789, a hungry mob, com- 
posed of frenzied women and mem- 
bers of the national guard, marched 
out to Versailles, where Louis held 
court guarded by a few faithful 
Swiss and German soldiers, and 
brought the royal family back to j 
Paris. They were housetl in the 
Tuileries, practically the prisonersof j 
the Paris commune. After .secret 
intrigues with foreign powers, who 
were threatening to invade France 
to ri*8cue him, Louis and his family ; 
attemiited to escape June 20, 1791. 1 
They were detainetl in a provincial i 
town and taken hack to Paris in cus- 
tody. 1 

.\ftc*r framing the new constitu- 
tion, the iusreinDly adjourned Sep- , 
temlier :tu. 1791, and on October 1 a 
new h.'.ly, called the legislative a.s- 
.semhly, was formed. The armies of

But only a few months later Robes- 
pierre followed the others. The peo- 
ple became weary of the “sea-green, 
incorruptible” demagogue, as Car- 
whose debauch in 



lyle calls him 
blood had attacked the assembly. 
Robespierre tried to commit suicide, 
but the bullet only broke his lower 
jaw. The next day his head drop- 
ped in the basket and seventy-one of 
his creatures followed him. With 
the death of Robespierre the third 
stage of the revolution ended. 

At the instinction of the terrorists 
Paris emerged from her gloom,. Af- 
fairs became more normal, and sev- 
eral gayeties occupied the attention 
of the people, who now began to en- 
joy their freedom.' In October, 1796, 
there was another outbreak, called 
the rebellion of Vendemairc, when 
the unruly element attempted to re- 
store mob law and overthrow the 
convention. A young Corsican ar- 
tillery officer put down the uprising 
with a whiff of grape shot. The 
third stage of the revolution was 
now swept clear, and everything was 
in readiness for the commencement 
of a military despotism, headed by 
the Corsican mob queller - Napo- 
leon.

In lf*t)7,when the rural service was 
started on probation, $40,000 was 
deemed sufficent for its trial. Dure- 
ing the fiscal year that ended June 
30, l‘J04, nearly $13,000,000 were ex- 
pended for rural free deliverj*. For 
the fiscal year upon which we have 
now entered $20,S46,(i00 have been 
appropriated for the continuance 
and extension of rural mail service. 
There were .54,.5fi6 rural routes in ex- 
istence at the end of the fiscal year 
on June 30. last, 9,446 new routes 
ha\ ing been put into operation 
during the fiscal year. On October 
1, 1904, there were 27,i:io routes es- 
tablished, and the service was b^ing 
extcnde«l at a rate of about 800 
routes a monih.

TURN ON THE SEARCHLIGHT. 

Senator A. S. Bennett, of Ohio 
county, who represents the counties 
of Muhlenburg, Butler and Ohio in 
the upper house of the Kentucky 
Legislature, introduceii a resolution 
in the Senate at it'’ session last Mon- 
day that promi.ses to cause some lit- 
tle commotion and may disconcert

Capitol for. Governor Beckham, 
.Secretary of State McChe.sney and 
others of the Commission have pre- ! 
tended that they courted an investi- 
gation into the workings of the Com- 
mission but their confederate. Sen- 
ator Farris, wuson band when Senator 
Bennett offered the resolution to in- 
•sist that under the Governor's call 
for the special se.-sion of the D-gis- 
lature .such a resolution could not be 
considered. Senator Bennett has 
signified his intention of demanding 
a yea and nay vote on the resolution 
when it comes up for a vote, thus re- 
cording the names of tho.se who are 
against a public investigation into 
the manner that the jieoiiles’ money 
to the amount of a million dollars is 
being spent. Senator Bennett de- 
.serves the commendation of all pub- 
lic spirited citizens for his stand in 
favor of publicity in a matter that 
.so directly concerns the public.
